Social Security tax rate increases to seven 
percent, but effective rate stays the same

Although the Social 
Security tax rate for em¬ 
ployees and employers will 
increase from 6.7 to 7 
percent for 1984, the ef¬ 
fective tax rate for em¬ 
ployees will remain at the 
1983 level, Richard Olen- 
chak, Social Security 
manager in Carbondale, 
said recently. 

This is because em¬ 


ployees have been given a 
one-time 0.3 percent credit 
against the 1984 tax rate, 
Olenchak said. As a result, 
employees whose earnings 
are the same in 1984 as they 
were in 1983 will see no 
increase in the amount of 
Social Security taxes 
withheld from wages. 

In 1984, Social Security 


taxes will be paid on annual 
earnings up to $37,000. 

The 1984 Social Security 
tax rate for self-employed 
people will be 14 percent, 
double the rate paid by 
employees. But, Olenchak 
said, self-employed people 
will receive a credit of 2.7 
percent of self-employment 
income, resulting in an 


effective tax rate of 11.3 
percent. The 1983 self- 
employment tax rate was 
9.35 percent.

I received $100 
in interest from a savings 
and loan association but I 
have not received a Form 
1099 from them. Must I 
wait until I get this 1099 
before I can file my return? 

Answer: No. It is not 


necessary to file Form 1099 
with your tax return. The 
1099 is merely and in¬ 
formation statement that 
tells you and IRS the 
amount of interest paid on 
your account during the 
year. It is a good idea to 
verify your record of the 
amount with the savings 
form in order to insure that 
it agrees with the amount 
reported to IRS.

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Cottage Hose Co. celebrates 90th anniversary 


The members of Car- 
bondale’s Cottage Hose 
Company will celebrate 
their 90th anniversary this 
year and will mark the 
milestone with an an¬ 
niversary dinner dance on 
April 28. 

Proud of their 90 years of 
dedicated service to the 
Carbondale area, the hose 
company looks back to 1893 
when a group of men from 
the Cottage Street area 
gathered together to decide 
on some means of fire 
protection for that area. It 
was decided that a com¬ 
pany known as the Cottage 
Hose Company No. 2 would 
be founded and on 
February 9, 1894, its 

charter was received. 

The company was in¬ 
corporated on March 8, 
1894 and the presiding 
Judge was R.W. Archbald. 

The said corporation was 
to be managed by a Board 
of Trustees consisting of 
five members: John J. 
McAndrew, William F. 
Malloy, Henry Cook, P.J. 
McDonough and Thomas 
Nealon. 

The first fire house was a 


building off Cottage Street 
known as Dockerty’s Bam. 

The company’s first 
piece of fire fighting 
equipment was a hand 
drawn truck which was 
abandoned a short time 
later for a horse drawn 
truck. To purchase this 
new equipment, money 
was raised by holding a 
carnival in a field in the 
vicinity of Walker Avenue 
and S. Brooklyn Street. 
More than enough money 
was realized by this ven¬ 
ture. The next item pur¬ 
chased was a horse by the 
name of Frank. At first 
drivers volunteered their 
services but later it was 
decided that a paid driver 
would be more an asset. 
The first paid driver to be 
hired was Joseph Burke 
and his salary was $25.00 a 
month. With Luke Haran 
elected as the first foreman 
the Cottage Hose Company 
was now ready for the No. 3 
boiler rooms whistle to 
sound its fire call. 

The first fire was at the 
No. 1 mule barn when the 
hay used to feed the mules 
was burning. The fire was 
put out with little damage.
